No. 72-Press/86.—^The Piesident is pleased to institute a 
medd to recognise the services of the Armed Forces Person¬ 
nel serving in high altitude areas and in this behalf, to make, 
ordain and establish the following ordinances which shall be 
deemed to have effect from the first day of April in the year 
one thousand nine hundred and eighty-four. 

Firstly —^The medal shall be styled and design ated the 
“UCCHH TUNGTA MEDAL” (HIGH ALTITUDE 
MEDAL) (hereinafter referred to as the medal). 

Secondly —^The medal shall be circular in shape, made of 
cupro-nicUe, 35 millimetre in diameter and fitted to a plain 
horizontal bar. It shall have embossed on the obverse the 
State Emblem with its motto and the inscription "Uochh 
Tungta Medal" on both sides of the State 

Emblem along the rim. On its reverse it shall have the repre¬ 
sentations of the mountains. 

Thirdly—The medal shall be worn suspended from the left 
breast by a silk ribbon which shall be of 32 mm in width of 
Azure Blue colour background wtih white diagonal reverse V 
Shape stripes of 2 millimetres in width with distance of 5 
miUimeties between the two 'stripes. 

Fourthly —^The medal shall be awarded posthumously also. 

Fifthly —^The categories of personnel eligible for the award

(a) Commissioned Officers, Junior Commissioned Offi¬ 
cers, Other Ranks and Non-Corob.atants (enrolled) 
of the Regular Army embodied Auxiliary and Re¬ 
serve Forces or any other lawfully constituted Armed 
Forces. 

(b) Nursing Officers and other members of Nursing Ser¬ 
vices in the Armed Forces. 

Sixthly —^The conditions of eligibility for the award shall be 
as follows:—

completed an aggregate service of 180 days during 
first spell of tenure on the active strength of a unit/ 
formation in the areas where high altitude allowance 
is admissible commencing from 1st April, 1984. 

(bi) Air crew personnel and personnel of ejection crew of 
Air maintenance units who carried oat a minimum 
of 10 sorties or 40 hours of flying on transport sup¬ 
port roles from 1st April, 1984. 

Sevently —The miniature medal made of cupro-eiickle which 
may be worn on certain occa.ssiotis by the recipients shall be 
half the size of the medal and a se^ed pattern of the said 
miniature medal shall be kept and deposit^. 

Elghtly —^It shall be competent for the President to cancel 
and annul the award of the medal to any person and also to 
restore it subsequently. 

Ninthly —^Tt shall_ be competent for the Government to 
frame such instructions as may be necessary to carry out the 
purposes of these ordinances. 

Tenthly—Tho medal is instituted in lieu of the clasp “Hima¬ 
laya” to Sajnya Seva Medal. .Consequently the Ihesident’s 
Secretariat Notification No. 32-Prea/6(>, dated 17h June, 1960 
may be treated as cancelled in so far as it relates to clasp 
“Himalaya".
